The following REPORT from the Adojurnment of the GENERAL 
MEETING for ACGKWORTH SCHOOL, held in London, 
was brought in; which being read and conſidered, this Meeting finds itſelf 
engaged to recommend to the ſeveral Counties and places, the continuance 
of their Annual Subſcriptions for its ſupport, and that the ſame may be 
remitted to John Chorley, Treaſurer, in London, before the cloſe of the 
current Year : And we alſo recommend to the ſeveral Quarterly Meetings 
an appointment of Friends to attend at the next General Meeting, at 
Ackworth, as uſual, on the laſt Fourth Day in the Seventh Month. 


To the YEARLY-MEETING, 1790. 


REPORT of the GENERAL MEETING for ACEWORTH SCHOOL, 
held in London by Adjournment the 14th of the 5th Month, 1790. 


Herewith we lay before you the Accompts of the Inſtitution, as ſtated at the cloſe of laſt 

Year, wherein it appears the Balance of Stock then was F. 8469 4s 72d. excluſive of 
. 4300 ſubſcribed on Annuities for the Lives of the Granters and Nominees, and the 
Legacy of our late Friend John Fothergill of Fifty Pounds per annum. 


The number of Children in the School, at the cloſe of laſt Year, was, Boys 186, Girls 107, 
total 293, and they have continued nearly the ſame ſince that time: the number admitted 
in 1789 was 116,

The alteration of the age for Admiſſion from Nine to Eight, and the increaſe of attention 
recommended to the Agents laſt Year, appears to have had a good effect, by increaſing 
the number of Children; there ſtill remains room for Friends to extend their views to 
Children who are in need of education, particularly Girls, for whom at preſent there are 
moſt vacancies. | 


In the laſt Year £.872 25s. 3d. was received by Subſcriptions, and J. 383 os. 9d. by Legacies 
and Donations, the increaſe of Stock is nevertheleſs only £.52 25s. 2d. fo that a conti- 
nuation of theſe aids appears to be ſtill neceſſary. | |

ſerviceable, and particularly ſeaſonable on account of the Treaſurer, John Hill, being 
then about giving up his charge; and as no ſuitable Friend has yet been found to ſucceed 
to this important charge, the Committees have requeſted the principal Maſter, Thomas 
Hodgkin, to ſupply the vacancy for the preſent ; but as he alſo is likely to retire in a few 


Months, it is neceſſary for Friends to look out diligently for a diſintereſted Friend as 
Treaſurer.

Three Men who have the Care of 
and work upon, the Farm; a Carter; a Day Labourer; a Gardener and Aſſiſtant; a Porter; and a Carpenter, who 
alſo looks after the Waſhing-Mill, and does other neceſſary Repairs in and about the Houſe, Farm, &. A Houſe. 
Keeper, Nurſe, Boys Matron, Cook, Affiſtant, Kitchen, Dairy, Chamber, and Laundry Maids ; three Houſe Maids ; 
a Woman to afliſt the Girls in repairing the Linen, who alſo teaches ſome of them to Spin.
